Thanksgiving Day 


O the grand old pilgrim father 
William Bradford, governor of 
the original New England colo- 
nies, belongs the honor of being 

the first to proclaim in America a gen- 
eral thunksgiving day which should be 
a festival as well as a day of thanks- 
giving. The month of November, 1623, 
had been a weury one to the bitterly 
tried _pilgrims. Their months of toil 
and patient waiting for the ingathering 
of the harvest seemed about to end in 
the deepest disappointment. The earth 
was parched, the whole land cried out 
for rain, and the crops were being 
ruined for lack of moisture. It was 
under these depressing conditions that 


Pilgrim Father Bradford called together 


the little band of settlers and set apart 
a day to be devoted to fasting and 
prayer that the glassy skies might be- 
come cloud covered and the windows 
of heaven be opened to give life to the 
thirst dying fields. 

It did not look promising for a day 
of thanksgiving, and yet circumstances 
changed the day appointed for fasting 
and prayer to one of rejoicing, feasting 
and thankfulness. The pilgrims were

William Bradford in his proclama- 
tion had called the day a feast of 
thanksgiving. and the best hunters ln 
the colony had been scouring the ad- 
jacent woods for wild turkeys and 
other game to supply the wants of the 
colonists and their guests.

It has become almost a habit for 
many newspapers, most of the Dem- 
ocratic party, and all of the political 
purists, to devote their time every 
dark night to fruit-stealing in the 
Republican orchard.

Obituary 


| JOHN TYLER KIMBALL 


He was a useful man. When there 
is added to that usefulness the many 
virtues possessed by an upright citi- 
zen, a trusted servant of an important 
institution, a lover of his home, and 
a supporter of all good things im- 

portant to the best life of the com- 
I cet, a story is told that marks a 
genuine loss in the passing on of 
John Tyler Kimball, long-time cashier 
of the Andover National Bank. 

Mr. Kimball's death occurred at his 
home a little after two o'clock on 
Wednesday afternoon, following an 
operation for appendicitis which at- 
tacked him on Thursday of last week. 
Serious complications were noted at 
the time, and although there had been 
occasional gains since the operation, 
close friends have known that it was 
a serious case, with slight hopes for 
his recovery. 

Mr. Kimball was born in Andover, 
June 3, 1854, the son of Dr. Walter 
Kimball, who was for many years the 
leading physician of Andover. His 
early education was secured in the 
public schools of the town, and at 
Punchard High School, and following 
that he spent some time in a Boston 
banking-house. He later was em- 
ployed at the Tyer Rubber factory for 
a number of years, going from there 
to the position of clerk in the Ando-

ver National Bank. Soon after the 
death of Moses Foster, cashier of the 
| 


bank, Mr. Kimball was given the re- 
sponsible position of cashier and he 
has held that place since 1896.

A 
shrewd, common-sense view of the 
problems which people have, and a 
large smypathy, have been traits 
which have marked his administration 
of his bank position, and which have 
made him appreciated by all the busi- 
ness people. He has been an_ in- 
defatigable worker, and early and late 
has devoted himself to the duties of 
his position, and few men could pass 
from the active affairs of the town, 
leaving more people to miss them, 
than Mr. Kimball. Patience, good 
cheer, kindliness and _ friendliness 
have marked all of his business deal- 
ings, and not only the bank but the 
community loses a faithful public ser- 
vant. 

Mr. Kimball’s home life has been 
ideal. He was married in 
Miss Caroline Blunt, and two chil- 
dren have come to this union. The 
daughter died in 1904, and her death 
was a severe shock to both Mr. and 
Mrs. Kimball. The son, Carleton, is 
at present a Senior at Harvard Col- 
lege. Mr. Kimball has lived practi- 
cally all of his life in his home on 
School street, where the family have 
dispensed hospitality with the same 
characteristic charm that has marked 
so much of the activity which he has 
given to the affairs of the town in 
company with his wife. 

Mr. Kimball was a prominent 
member of Christ church, having 
served as warden and vestryman, as 
clerk and treasurer, and in other 
capacities which called for his help 
and counsel. He had never taken 
part in public affairs save as a citizen 
interested in the things that are good 
for the town. Although holding no 
public position, his judgment was 
freely sought and his interest always

REVIEW OF A. V. 1. S. WORK! 


Annual Meeting Held on Monday 
Evening. Address by Samuel D. 
Stevens of North Andover 

‘The annual meeting of the An- 
dover Village Improvement Society 
was held in the Lower Town Hall on 
Monday evening, with about forty 
members of the society present. 
While the attendance was more than 
double that of last year, still in view 
of the plans which had been an- 
nounced for the meeting, the num- 
ber was not indicative of the interest 
which should be manifested in the 
annual meeting of the organization. 

During the past year, George T. 
Eaton, who for thirteen years had 
been president of the society, re- 
signed his position, and William A. 
Trow was elected as his successor. 
Mr. Trow presided at the meeting 
on Monday evening. The usual an- 
nual business of the society ‘was 
transacted, including the reading of 
the reports of the secretary and 
treasurer, arid the election of new 
officers, following which an informal 
but very interesting account of the 
work done by the North Andover 
Improvement Society was given by 
Samuel D. Stevens, its president. 

By his account of the enthusiastic 
and varied efforts of his society to in- 
terest all the townspeople of North 
Andover in the subject of town im- 
provements, and the success which 
has met the numerous attempts 
which have been made to enlarge the’ 
society and increase its value and 
usefulness, the local members gained 
many new ideas and inspirations 
which might be worked out in An- 
dover to no small advantage. 

Mr. Stevens said that the objects 
of the two societies and the ground 
to be covered by each differed but 
little, but the methods used were dis- 
similar. Organized in 1885 and in- 
corporated in 1903, the society has 
at the present time 170 members who 
pay an annual due of $1. Aside from 
the dues, the society has an annual 
appropriation from the town of $400, 
which is expended under. the super- 
vision of the tree warden. The annual 
meeting is held in April, a_ better 
time, Mr. Stevens thought, than the 
fall, as people are more in the mood 
for improvements at that time of 
year, than just before winter closes 


in. He said that the attendance at 
the meetings averaged from 125 to 
150 persons. No other direct in- 


come than the.two mentioned above 
can be relied on, but when funds run 
low, a fair, bazaar, or show is or- 
ganized and a goodly sum realized 
which tides the society over. In this 
work considerable aid is given by the 
North Andover Grange, and_ the 
method not only helps to provide 
funds, but it also keeps interest alive 
among the townspeople, and keeps 
the organization before them. 

Of the work among the children, 


and the remarkable enthusiasm which | 


has been aroused among them, by 
competitive gardening, Mr. Stevens 
gave a very interesting account. Un- 
der the direction of the seeds and 
gardens committee, the town is di- 
vided into districts and visitors ap- 
pointed for each district. Each in- 
spects all the gardens in his terri- 
tory, submitting the names of the 
three children having the best gar- 
den plots to a committee of judges 
who award the prizes, which con- 
-ists of ten fifty cent and ten twenty 
five cent pieces. The children are 
also encouraged to hold exhibits, and 
take part in the county fair, which 
last several of them did this 
with great success... A special ob- 
servanee of Arbor Day is also made.

never were we aware that they 
showed the slightest interest in the 
subject, and at last the directors felt 
that we must repair the damage as 
far as possible ourselves. 

“Accordingly a broad path was 
made between the tracks and the 
edge of the park, the bank rounded 
and sodded, the long, narrow point 
on the north end cut away. 

“The work included the removal of 
large pieces of the granite ledge 
which had been loosened by the dy- 
namite used there, as well as 
smaller stones and gravel, which 
were replaced*by loam where needed. 

“Ampelopsis «was planted at the 
foot of the ledge which in spite of 
Mr. Millett’s pessimestic prophecies 
has lived and grown, and we hope in 
time will throw its mantle of beauty 
over the ugly rock scars made by 
blasting. The result all may. see: we 
are again: proud of The Ledges; but 
we wish here to make public protest 
against any further spoiling of natu- 
tal beauty by such agencies. Every 
finished plot means an added expense 
for care, and we now look after The 
Ledges, Manse Green, Marland Vil- 
lage Triangle, and Upland Green, all 
of which have been beautified by the 
Society. 

“Twenty dollars were given to the 
Flower Show and we were much 
gratified by the beauty of the exhibit 
and the interest shown. 

“We have again subscribed for the 
two magazines, The Garden Maga- 
zine, and The House Beautiful, for 
Memorial Hall Library. 

“We furnished at cost flower and 
vexetable seeds for the children, 

“The boys who are employed to 
look after the litter on certain streets 
not visited by the hokey-pokey cart 
are working well and more boys have 
asked to be given streets to care for. 

“One hundred dollars have been 
added to our Memorial Funds by Mrs. 
Charles L. Carter, in memory of her 
husband, who did so much during his 
lifetime for the town by the planting 
of shade trees, the care and develop- 
ment of our parks and woodlands, 
and in many other ways rousing the 
interest of the public in its natural 
and acquired beauty, 

“He was for many years one of 
our most faithful directors and we 
are glad that by this gift his name 
will always be associated with the 
work which meant so much to him. 

“The resignation of Mr. Eaton, 
who had served as president for over 
thirteen years, while not unexpected 
was regretfully accepted by the di- 
rectors. 

“Mr. Eaton had by his tact, cour- 
tesy and zealous interest in the work 
of the society, proved himself a 
tower of strength at all times. In all 
the years of his presidency he had 
never been absent from a_ single 
meeting, and one can realize that this 
faithfulness must often have been at- 
tained by large personal sacrifice— 
still those who know him best ex- 
hibit no surprise at the record—it was 
just what might have been expected. 

“Again our Memorial Funds nearly 
all came to us through his personal 
solicitation; to be sure, generous 
friends of the Society lent him a 
willing ear, but the task of begging 
even for a worthy cause, is never a 
pleasant one, and the town owes to 
him a debt of gratitude which it can 
never repay because he - sacrificed 
much that the Society might become 
an assured factor in the development 
of a more beautiful Andover. 

“In response to a letter from the 
directors expressing their apprecia- 
tion of his work, he writes from 
Antwerp and says, ‘It has been one 


of the happy features of my life that ! 


| have been able in any way, however 
small, to rerider any service to my 
native town and I shall ever hope 
that the Society may go on to still 
larger achievements under new lead- 
ership. Only those who have 
crossed the Atlantic and seen in the 
Old World the wealth of flowers 
everywhere scattered profusely, in 
every inch of soil, in window boxes, 
in public squares, by railway em- 
bankments, by the sides of hovels, 
in the King’s courts, on the dining 
tables, before the cafes, exposed for 
sale in the market-places, in the 


debris of ruined castles, clambering | 


over brick and stone and stucco, yes, 
twining around utilities such as light- 
ing poles and tramway supports, can 
at all realize the barrenness of Amer- 
ica’s squares and streets. 

“*T feel more and more that it is 
the mission of the A. V. I. S. by pre- 
cept and example and the bestowal 


| of money to bring it to pass that An- 


dover at least may be a beauty spot 
to all its inhabitants and to the 
strangers within its gates.” 

“We wish for himself and family a 
happy vacation and a safe return, re- 
newed strength and if possible even 
greater zeal in the work for which 
our society stands, 


“Mr. Wm. Trow was elected as

“We welcome some new helpers in 
our work and can only wish that 


others who hear or read this record 
may feel it a duty as well as a pleas- 
ure to take some part in the esthetic 
development of the town of which 
we are all so proud, your town and 
mine. 

“For all courtesies on the part of 
the press we are grateful and also for 
generous support from loval friends. 


“In closing let me tell a story 
which shows true civic pride. 
“At the time of the mock war
